| (AN COLOR PAINTING in this Country 
may be said to date from Christmas 










Day, 1850, when was organized in New 
York City the first ‘Society of Painters 
in Water Colors”; and although in 1854 an amendment 
to the constitution provided for an annual public exhi- 
bition, evidence is wanting that the Society ever held 
one. This amendment had inspiration, doubtless, from 
a display by some of the Society’s members in conjunction 
with the “Exhibition of the Industry of All Nations,” 
held in the Crystal Palace in 1853. To a number of 
these artists, who, by the way, were Alfred Jones, John 
M. Falconer, I. V. Hunt, O. G. Hanks, Alfred Frede- 
ricks, Sidney Brown, J. J. Glasgow, I. B. Wandesforde, 
Charles Parsons, J. F. Cropsey, D. W. C. Hay, John 
Halpin, and H. Beckwith, is due the formation in 1866 
of the “ American Society of Painters in Water Colors,” 








which became incorporated eleven years after under the 
title of the AMERICAN WATER COLOR Society. The 






initial exhibition was opened on December 21, 1867, 





in the present building, where every winter since, with 





one exception, the Society has held its annual exhibition.
